Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 32-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's 
Prior Art (APA hereinafter, see at least Figures 1-6) in view of Divelbiss et al (US 6943852).

APA discloses glasses lens for stereoscopic image comprising (see at least Figures 1-6): 
an upper transparent film layer formed on an upper transparent electrode; a lower transparent 
film layer formed on a lower transparent electrode; a liquid crystal layer formed between the 
upper and lower transparent electrodes; an upper polarizer film layer formed on the upper 
transparent film layer; the lower polarizer film layer formed on the lower transparent film layer. 

APA discloses glasses for stereoscopic image comprising (see at least Figures 1-6): a pair 
of glasses lenses which are covered with two sheets of films formed on transparent electrodes; a 
frame which holds a pair of said glasses lenses; a temple which is connected to the frame; and a 
nose rack which is connected to the frame. 

The limitation not disclosed by APA is the transparent film being flexible. 
Divelbiss discloses a glasses lens comprising flexible films for achieving advantages such 
as allowing simple curvature for a broader range of designs, lighter weight due to the 
elimination of the glass substrates (see at least col. 1, lines 22-24). Therefore, it would have 
been at least obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
employ the transparent films (e.g., polarizing films) being flexible for achieving advantages 
such as allowing simple curvature for a broader range of designs, lighter weight due to the 
elimination of the glass substrates. 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 02/12/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Newly submitted claims 47-50 are directed to an invention (corresponding to nonelected 
claims 26-31) that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed (similar to at 
least independent claim 32) for the following reasons: the inventions listed as Groups I and II do 
not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 
13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
the product as claimed in Group I can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product other than the process as claimed in Group II. 

The limitation not disclosed by APA is the transparent film being flexible. Divelbiss 
discloses a glasses lens comprising flexible films for achieving advantages such as allowing 
simple curvature for a broader range of designs, lighter weight due to the elimination of the glass 
substrates (see at least col. 1, lines 22-24). Therefore, it would have been at least obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to employ the transparent films 
(e.g., polarizing films) being flexible for achieving advantages such as allowing simple curvature 
for a broader range of designs, lighter weight due to the elimination of the glass substrates. 
Applicant has not presented any evidence that the combination of APA and Divelbiss would 
destroy central characteristics of the APA.
